WASHINGTON (NC)—An international com- 
mission of Anglican and Roman Catholic 
theologians has found what it called ‘‘significant’’ 
consensus on the question of ‘‘Authority in the 
Church.”’ 


The group—the Anglican-Roman Catholic 
International Commission (ARCIC)—declared that 
their new agreed statement on authority 
‘represents a significant convergence with 
far-reaching consequences’’ despite “‘difficulties’’ 
that still remain regarding the extent of papal 
authority. 


[Top Vatican officials have emphatically denied 
press reports claiming that Pope Paul has 
personally: ‘approved the contents of the 
document. | 


The ‘‘difficulties’’ center around four areas: 


—The weight given by Catholics to the ‘‘Petrine 
texts,’’ or those passages in the Bible traditionally 
used by Catholics to justify claims for the authority 
of the pope; 

—The use of the term ‘‘divine right’’ in Catholic 
teaching to describe the basis of the pope’s claim 
to universal primacy or authority; 


—The papal claim to infallibility under certai 
circumstances in matters of faith and morals; 

—The papal claim to ‘‘universal immediate 
jurisdiction’’ over the whole Church and every 


~ local Church. _

Pope Paul reaffirms infant Baptism

VATICAN CITY (NC)—Pope Paul has reaf- 
firmed the traditional Catholic practice of infant 
Baptism, calling it a ‘‘holy custom.” 

At the same time, the Pope urged baptized 
adults to make a serious, formal. study in their 
parishes of what their Baptism should mean. 

‘*CHURCH LAW and practice have introduced 


the holy custom of infant Baptism,’’ the Pope told. 


a general audience here. ‘‘The period of 
preparation called the catechumenate which in 
pagan times preceded Baptism is entered into now 
only in a liturgical way in the baptismal rite. 


‘‘But in the social environment of today, .this 
method of preparation must be completed by a 
post-baptismal instruction and initiation into a 
style of life which is distinctly Christian.”’ 


Some Catholic theologians - and __ liturgical 
’ scholars in recent years have suggested that the 
- custom of infant Baptism should be reexamined. 


SOME HAVE theorized that by delaying 
Baptism and demanding a period of catechumen- 
ate or religious preparation before reception of the 
sacrament, the Church would have fewer nominal 
Catholics but more strongly committed ones. 

The Pope said that the word ‘‘catechumenate”’ 
is being revived. 

“But this does not mean that the importance of 
the present discipline governing Baptism is 
invalidated or diminished. Rather the movement is 
an attempt to bring back and renew in a certain 
way the catechumenate of the past through a new 


method of gradual and intensive evangelization,”’ 


he said. | / 

THE POPE told the international group that all 
- baptized must ‘‘understand, rethink, and appreci- 
~-ate’’ their Baptism. ‘‘We are happy to see. that 
today this necessity is being met by those 


fundamental Church institutions and structures 
we call parishes,’’ the Pope said. 


The pontiff praised the current development of 
‘*new methods and new programs in ministry to 
adults.’’ He told the crowds that Christians who 
appreciate their Baptism will become ‘‘witnesses 
and martyrs’’ for Jesus. iia 

The Pope reminded listeners that the 1977 world 
Synod of Bishops, opening here Sept. 30, will 
discuss catechesis (religious education). 


“THIS SHOWS that the Church’s awareness of | 


her fundamental mission to evangelize...is still 
vigilant and active,’’ asserted Pope Paul. 


“This mission commits everyone—ministers 
and faithful alike to announce the Gospel, today 
more than ever, because of the difficulties and the 
possibilities which the modern world places 


against and offers to the spreading of this _ 


message.” 
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suggested ways in which agreement might 
eventually be reached or the problems overcome. 


Despite the remaining problems, the “degree of 
agreement”’ already reached in the conclusions 
“argues for greater communion between our 
Churches’’ and ‘‘can make a profound contribu- 
tion to the witness of Christianity in our 
contemporary society,’’ said the two ARCIC 
co-chairmen, Anglican Bishop H.R. McAdoo of 
Ossory, Ireland, and Catholic Bishop Alan C. 
Clark of East Anglia, England. 

While ARCIC is officially sponsored by the 
Anglican and Catholic Churches, its conclusions 
have no official status. They are presented to the 
Churches for study in the hope of building 
consensus and official approval. :

History of success begins Stewardship ‘77

Building on a five-year history of success, the 
diocese is preparing to launch Stewardship ’77. 
And despite constant inflation, the goal for the 
coming campaign remains at $2 million, the. same 
as in previous years. 

Since Stewardship, the annual diocesan drive 
seeking donations of time, talent and treasure, 
began in 1972, ‘‘the diocese and its 176 parishes 
and missions have benefitted,’’ according to Bill 
Standing, diocesan development director. 


THE DRIVE has gained many volunteer ushers, 
lectors, choir members, gardeners and painters 


for the parishes, he said, and donations in the 
Stewardship program “‘have totalled approximate- 
ly $10 million. | "8 
Stewardship ’77 was unofficially launched this 
week at a meeting of the episcopal vicars and 
deans with Bishop Leo T. Maher and Standing.

BOSTON, Mass.—If motorists are happy 
to leave this city’s frantic - Southeast 
Expressway alive, then Redemptorist Father 
Joseph Scannel, 70, must be overjoyed. He 
was driving along the freeway when a 
semi-trailer loaded with 30,000 pounds of 
beef jackknifed falling on the hood of his car, 
about a foot from the driver’s seat. The 
priest walked away without a scratch. 


Anti-missionary stand reversed 


CAMPOS, Brazil—Reversing his earlier 
stand that missionaries should be banned 
from Indian villages as subversives, Interior 
Minister Rangel Reis said here he now 
favors ‘‘integration’’ of mission work with 
government plans. A flurry of protests met 
his December declaration that the govern- 
ment was restricting missionary work 
because some missionaries ‘‘were siding 
with subversive groups.”’ 


Nonpublic pupils win trip aid 

HARRISBURG, Pa.—A public school 
district which pays for field trips for public 
school students must also do so for 
nonpublic school students living in the 
district or within a 10-mile radius of it, the 
state’s attorney general said here. If a 
district school board does pay for field trips 
it must allot a similar amount per pupil to 
nonpublic schools if they ask for it, according 
to the legalist, Robert Kane. 


‘Polka Mass’ a good sign 

ST. PAUL, Minn.—The ‘“‘polka Mass” 
that began inauguration day here for 
Minnesota’s first Catholic governor, Rudy 
Perpich, was a good sign, according to the 
Catholic Bulletin, newspaper of the St. 
Paul-Minneapolis archdiocese. The Mass 
showed that the new governor “‘is not hiding 
the fact of his faith,’’ according to Bernard 
Casserly, Catholic Bulletin editor. 


Legacy embarasses school 
PHOENIX—Jesuit-run Brophy -College 
Preparatory school, the newest landlord in 
this city’s smut film, nude show and 
burlesque district, wants to get rid of the 
recently-inherited property as soon ‘as 
possible. But until it does the school will 
collect monthly rent from the Harlem ‘‘Sho”’ 
Bar, the Empress Adult Theater and other 
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properties. The properties, a Brophy priest 
said, will be sold ‘‘as soon as the price is 
right.’’ 


‘Good news’ for Fla. readers 


TALLAHASEE, Fla.—A poll answered’ by 
885 parishioners in the Pensacola-Tallahasee 
diocese shows that 68 per cent of them read 
the ‘‘Good News of Jesus Christ’ page 
every week in five secular daily newspapers 
and one weekly in the diocese which does not 
have a Catholic paper. ‘‘We are pleased with 
the results,’’ said Bishop Rene Gracida, who 
said the page is an ‘‘effective means’’ of 
communicating with Catholics in the area. 


Bps. plan for Hispanic care 


NEW YORK—Bishops from 26 northeast- 
ern U.S. dioceses and Puerto Rico will meet 


here next week to plan a better pastoral _ 


program for Puerto Ricans living on the 
mainland. The-northeastern dioceses are in 
the 14 states with an estimated 1.5 million 
Puerto Rican population,’ about half the 
islanders who live on the continent. A key 
issue will be fostering priestly vocations 
among Hispanics. 


‘U.S. church attendance up’ 


PRINCETON, N.J.—Pollster George Gal- 
lup said here that church attendance in 1976 
was the highest in 18 years. Forty-two per 
cént of 13,898 people interviewed said they 
attended church. The survey shows that 55 
per cent of Catholics attend Mass in a given 
week, while Protestant attendance at Sunday 


_ services is 40 per cent. 


Carter orders Hispanic search 


WASHINGTON—President Jimmy Carter 
has ordered each of his Cabinet secretaries 
to recruit Hispanics for federal jobs and to 
work closely with three of his aides on this 
matter. The order resulted from a letter by 
Hispanic leaders protesting the treatment of 
Hispanics by Carter’s staff. Paul Sedillo, 
U.S. Catholic Conference secretary for the 
Spanish-speaking, was one of 17 signers of

NEW YORK—A pay raise for top federal 
officials linked to a tough code of ethics has 
been urged by a coalition of religious, civic 
and labor leaders including Holy Cross 
Father Theodore Hesburgh.

In Carlsbad 


St. Patrick parish complex 
dedicated amidst ‘the green’

CARLSBAD—The invitation card was 
green. The cover of the liturgy program was 
green. The choir wore green. For it was a 
special day for St. Patrick last Sunday as the 
new church and parish center here was 
dedicated to the patron of Ireland by Bishop 
Leo T. Maher. 


While the old church building on Harding 
Street, a mile away, looked forlorn and 
forgotten, the new building—which incor- 
porates church, meeting rooms and rec- 
tory—on Adams and Tamarack—was filled 
with priests and lay people as it officially 
became a resplendent addition to the 
parochial school complex. 


‘“OWE’RE TRYING to say something with 
this church,’’ said Jesuit Father John R. 
Sheperd in his homily. ‘‘It’s not the shape of 
what we call a church. It’s not a ‘churchy 
church’. It has one very needed quality to 
make it a center of worship—people.”’ 


The structure, which follows none of the 
traditional church patterns, commands 
rising ground east of Interstate S. It 
incorporates a worship area which can be 
closed off from the small chapel and 
tabernacle recess, and used for other 
purposes. 


Typical was last Sunday when the 
‘‘church’’ later became the parish hall for 
the reception dinner which followed the 
dedication ceremonies. ‘ 


BISHOP MAHER, accompanied by the 
pastor, Father Thomas Briody, and Msgr. 
Peter Mimnagh, blessed the outer bound- 
aries, the inside walls and then the people, 
prior to the Mass of dedication. More than 


50 priests joined in the concelebration with 
about 600 parishioners and friends. 


Bishop Maher told the gathering that the 
new church construction could never have 
been accomplished without the ‘‘wonderful 
community of Carlsbad which loves and 
shares with one another. God has made you 
his own people in his own image and 
likeness—and in doing so he made you 
create.”’ 


He remarked how all segments of the 
community were brought together and 
commemorated in the offertory procession, 
which began with flowers—carnations, 
gladioli and chrysanthemums—for which the 
area is famous, followed by tomatoes, a 
surfboard, baseball equipment, and books. 


THE CHOIR from San Luis Rey Mission 
and the St. Patrick’s folk group provided the 
music to accompany the gala occasion. 


Father Briody remembered earlier pastors 
who had started the idea of a new Carlsbad 
church, particularly the late Father William 
O’Dwyer and Father William Cuddihy. He 
felt the new church, so near to the school, 
had improved the ‘“‘health’’ of the 
educational center. 


The dedication ceremony began when 
Bishop Maher blessed the entrance, 
alongside which stands the statue of St. 
Patrick, shamrock in hand, and ended with 
tributes by Father Briody to the architect, 
builders and all who had worked on the 
project. Mi 

The 19,000 square foot edifice is a 
contemporary successor to previous church 
buildings in the 34-year-old parish—one 
which is now a ballet school and the other a 
city library.

emphasize time and talent; and Sun- 
day, Jan. 30, to emphasize treasure. 
Commitment or pledge Sundays are 
scheduled for Feb. 6 and 13. 

Plans for distribution of funds collected 
from the treasure portion of Stewardship '77 
remain basically the same as the Steward- 
ship ‘76 plan, according to Standing. 

Assuming the $2 million goal is met again 
this year, he noted, ‘‘S0 per cent of the 
collection, or $1 million, will be rebated to 
parishes.” 


WITH ITS share of the collection, the 
diocese will allocate 22% per cent, or 
$450,000, to education. Catholic high schools 
would receive $250,000 of that, the Newman 
(college campus) apostolate $100,000 and 
the northern and southern CCD offices 
$100,000. 


In other allocations, the clerical relief and 


“priestly formation fund will receive 15 per 


cent, or $300,000, to aid retired priests and 
educate seminarians; and Catholic Commun- 


ity Services will receive 12'2 per cent or 
$250,000. 


Last year’s drive, Stewardship '76, was 
the most successful, in terms of pledges 
redeemed, since the first campaign in 1972, 
Standing said. 


‘*ALTHOUGH the pledge redemption rate . 


of 88.7 per cent was somewhat lower than 
previous years, and a total of $2,330,188 was 
pledged, a record total—excluding the first 
year—of $2,067,132 was collected,’’ he 
explained. 

Recapping giving patterns from last year’s 
campaign, Standing noted that 376 people 
gave $500 or more apiece and more than 
27,000 people donated $100 or less. 


“And even though one person, who . 


prefers anonymity, gave a gift of $13,000, it 
is the donations of $100 or less that form the 
backbone of the Stewardship program,’’ he 
said. 

All parishes have again been assigned 
uturget figures for Stewardship ‘77. And the 
campaign will follow last year’s pattern.

BEAUMONT — Negotia- 
tions are almost complete for 
the sale of American Boys 
Ranch, formerly Boys Town 
of the Desert, here. 


The board of directors of 
the ranch have contracted to 
sell the property to Interna- 
tional Orphans Inc. (IOI), for 
$1.8 million. 


Negotiations have been 
continuing for the past four 
months between the board 
and IOI, who plan to use the 
ranch as.a home for the care 
of battered children under 
the name Childrens Village, 
UIS:A: : 


A FINAL decision will be 
made by March 1, when the 
sale will go into escrow, 
according to Bishop Leo T. 
Maher, chairman of the 
board of trustees. 


American Boys Ranch con- 
sists of a campus on 120 
acres south of Interstate 10 
near Beaumont. It has cared 
for boys placed there by 
various rehabilitation and 
probation programs in sev- 
eral counties. 


Originally founded as a 
school for Indians in nearby 
Banning, it eventually be- 
came a home for boys of all 
races and creeds needing 
custodial care and education. 


IN 1969 it moved to its 


present site in Beaumont 


where buildings costing 
about $2 million were con- 
structed. 


In recent years the school 
has suffered from adminis- 


trative and financial prob- 
lems and in the last diocesan 
financial statement it was 
disclosed that a loan had 
been made to American 
Boys Ranch of $2,185,000 to 
redeem its debt. 


Bishop Maher said he 
hopes the sale will go 
through as it will provide a 
much needed center to care 
for battered children, a 
growing concern im all com- 
munities. 


THE directors cf the 
Ranch, who made a unani- 
mous. decision to sell, are: 
Chad Calhoun, Bing Crosby, 
Melville Harris, William 
Parker, Mayor H. R. Hol- 
comb, Emil Bavasi.

SAN LUIS REY—After 64 
years of quality education for 
girls, the San Luis Rey 
Academy here is to close. 

Sister Charmaine Grilliot, 
president of the Sisters of the 
Precious Blood (C.PP.S) an- 
nounced that the _ school 
which they operate and own 
will close at the end of the 
high school year, 1976-77. 


*“*THERE ARE several rea- 
sons for the decision,’’ said 
Sister Grilliot, ‘‘decreasing 
student population and lim- 
ited potential for more stu- 
dents, decreasing Sister per- 
sonnel, smallness of the 
school and low pupil-teacher 
ratio.’’ ( 

She added that the school 
has also continued to lose 
money. 

The school was founded in 
1913, next door to the

Franciscan Mission of San 
Luis Rey, east of Oceanside. 


AT ITS peak it had 225 
students enrolled, but this 
has dropped in recent years 
to about 125. There is 
boarding accommodation for 
about 45 students. 


“For several years we 
have been taking a serious 
look at all our institutions,” 
said Sister Grilliot, ‘‘and 
various studies and evalua- 
tions have been made of the 
Academy.”’ 


No decision has been made 
regarding the future of the 
school plant—which includes 
classrooms and boarding 
accommodation often used 
for such weekend events as 
Cursillos — and extensive 
grounds. ;

A time to keep —

Certainly a blow to Christian unity — 


Few events could have been more inappropriate 
with which to herald this Week of Prayer for 
Christian Unity than the recent ordinations of 
several women as priests of the Episcopal Church. 
In March of last year Pope Paul VI called ordination 
of women ‘‘a new obstacle and a new threat on the 
road’’ to church unity. The Vatican newspaper, 
L’Osservatore Romano, editorialized following the 
ordination of Rev. Jaqueline Means on New Year’s 
Day that ‘‘the obstacles and difficulties (to 
Christian unity) are growing instead of diminish- 
ing.’ 

The Vatican newspaper emphasized that not all 


Protestant churches share the Catholic Church’s~ 


concept of the priesthood, and that ecumenical 
dialogue has failed to resolve the problem of what 
constitutes valid ordination. ‘‘The position of the 
Church,’’ the editorial said, ‘‘should not be taken 
as a sign of discrimination against women. 
Especially in recent times, many liturgical and 
prophetic functions have been granted to women to 
the same degree.as men.’ 


Fundamental objections 

In a letter to the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
Archbishop Donald Coggan, Pope Paul wrote 
(November, 1975) that the Catholic Church refuses 
to ordain women ‘‘for very fundamental reasons.’’ 
He listed some of them: 


‘“These reasons include: the example recorded in 


the Sacred Scriptures of Christ choosing his - 


Apostles only from among men; the constant 
practice of the Church which has imitated Christ in 
choosing only men, and her living teaching 
authority which has consistently helc that the 
exclusion of women from the priesthood is in 
accordance with God’s plan for his Church.’’ 


Even more damage 


The damage to ecumenical progress is real and 
regrettable in the Episcopal cultural capitulation by 


~ the ordination of women. Even more to be regretted 


is the damage to the concept of the priesthood itself 


‘by their ordination of a self-professed lesbian. Rev. 
_Ellen Marie Barrett is the 30-year-old leader in the 


church’s gay organization called Integrity. : 
Episcopal Bishop Paul Moore’s comment that he 


regarded this as a healthy change in the attitude 


toward homosexuality was as extraordinary as his 
statement that ‘‘historically, many of the finest 
clergy in our church have had this personality 
structure.’’ A ‘‘personality structure’’ is one thing. 
But an acknowledged and presumably practicing 
homosexual is quite another. 


And why do homosexuals have to use two words 
of the English language which have so much 
meaning in a truly noble sense to describe their 
organizations? ‘’Dignity’’ used by Catholics and 
““Integrity’’ used by Episcopalians have surely lost 
their original meaning. Lutherans, more appropri- 
ately, have named their group ‘’Concerned.’’ 


Man of integrity 


Using the word ‘‘integrity’’ in its usual context, it. 


can surely be applied to that great and good man 
and Catholic, Sen. Philip Hart of Michigan, who 


_ died just before the year changed. If only more of 


us Catholics could earn the kind of reputation which 
he did among his peers in Congress, how well we 
would be doing our Christian duty. 


For once the tributes to a great member of our 
federal legislative body did not ring hollow, with 
eulogies which spoke of his integrity and moral 
leadership—and meant it. How many of us could 
earn the accolade ‘‘the only saint in their midst’ 
which Sen. Hart was called by several news 
correspondents. 


Mary McGrory, the well-known Capitol Hill 
reporter, said this of him: ‘‘Hart had gone about 
dying as he had gone about livingconcerned 
about others.” 


Perhaps the U.S. bishops could institute the 
“Hart award”’ for integrity in Congress—an annual 
event. 


Directness, with love 

It was witha sense of personal loss that Bishop 
Leo T. Maher spoke of Mrs. Natalie Sinatra’s love 
for others, at the Mass for her funeral last week. 


‘‘The spokes of love in the wheel of her life reached: 


out to all who knew her,’’ said the bishop, as 
principal concelebrant of the Mass at St. Louis 
church in Cathedral City, near Palm Springs. 


In recent years when the mother of Frank Sinatra 
had lived in the diocese—at La Jolla and Palm 
Springs—she had been a friend of several priests 
and the bishop, and a benefactor of the church. The 
modern church of St. Louis, from which she was 
buried, and which held so many entertainment 
personalities last Wednesday, is in itself a tribute 
to her generosity. 


Bishop Maher reminded us that she broke 


~ ground for the church with him, and that ‘‘as a 


typical Genovese’’ she spoke directly, perhaps 
bluntly, ‘‘but she also spoke from the heart.’’ And, 
as Father Alfred Geimer, her pastor, said, ‘’The 
best way to honor her is to imitate her in her 


outstanding virtue of charity, second only to that of 


humility. ’” 


Gilmore’s ‘‘Dominus Vobiscum’’ 
As Father Thomas Meersman, Catholic chaplain 


at the Utah State prison, finished his blessing of 


condemned murderer Gary Gilmore on Monday,, 
Gilmore looked toward him and uttered his last 
words—‘’Dominus Vobiscum.’’- (‘‘God be with 
you.’’) Father Merrsman was surprised, but he 
responded automatically —‘’Et cum spiritu tuo.” 
(‘‘And with your spirit.’”) Moments later a five-man 
firing squad discharged their rifles—one contained 
a blank—and Gilmore became the first person 
executed by the state in this country in 
nine-and-a-half years. 

Father Meersman was in daily contact with 
Gilmore in his last days and gave him:Communion. 
Father Meersman has been a prison chaplain for 18 
years. He said he was surprised at Gilmore’s last 
words because he didn’t know that Gilmore knew 
Latin. But he said Gilmore was born and raised a 
Catholic. Gilmore went to Mass and received Holy 
Communion within 36 hours of his execution. One 
of Gilmore’s guards was a Catholic and served the 
Mass, Father Meersman said.

We were talking...about the diffi- 
culties of trying to live in contradiction 
to the contemporary values—or lack of 
values—of the secular world, and the 
individual sacrifice it requires. 

We risk not only popularity but the 
acceptance so necessary for our 
well-being when we take a stand 
against drunkenness, drug experi- 
mentation, sexual promiscuity, 
“blue’’ jokes and the prevalent 
permissiveness towards pornography 


_and sexual aberration. 
IT IS VERY easy to be labeled. 


“‘prude’’ in today’s society and to be 
subjected to a kind of psychological 
solitary confinement while . simply 
trying to follow the Christian way of 
life. . 

In his letter-to the Ephesians, St. 
Paul, in a beautiful synthesis of the 
theology and implication of Christian- 
ity, lays out specific patterns of 
conduct for those who claim their 
salvation in Christ. 

“You must no longer live as: the 
pagans do,’’ he writes, ‘‘they have 
abandoned themselves to lust and 
indulgence of every kind of lewd

conduct.’ .this is not what you learned 
when you learned Christ:...put an end 
to lying...if you are angry let it be 
without sin...who is stealing must 
steal no longer...never let evil talk 
pass your lips, say only good things 
that will help men. 


‘“‘GET RID of all bitterness, 
passion, anger, slander and malice of 
any kind. Be kind to each other, 
compassionate, mutually forgiving... 
As for lewd conduct, promiscuousness 
or lust, let them not be mentioned 
among you. Nor should there be any 
silly, obscene or suggestive talk.’’ 


Where, oh where does Paul’s 
Christian fit in this ‘‘Do your own 


- thing, let it all hang out’’. generation? 


There are many, many voices raised to 
label him anachronistic. Yet we 
cannot dilute nor diminish the 
Christian ethos today anymore than 
Paul could in his day. 


It has always been difficult to stand 
against the prevalent tide. It always 
will be. It can be a very lonely and 
disheartening position. It requires 
courage and perseverance of heroic 


dimension—particularly if one’s en- 
vironment is non-Christian and barely 
theistic!’ : 


A YOUNG WOMAN who for years 
has struggled to maintain the ideals 
and beliefs of her Christian upbring- 
ing in a virtually a-religious work 
community recently confided the 
considerable personal sacrifice this 
has entailed. She has had to learn to 
accept being different, being 
‘“straight’’ in an environment where 
most people are not, and receiving 
only qualified acceptance: from her 
associates. 


But she has also received greater 
trust and respect. ‘‘| have been called 
a prude,”’ she said, ‘‘but, you know, | 
am really rather proud of that!’’ 


To be a sign of contradiction in the 
world is something to take pride in. It 
is also the basic requirement of a 
follower of Christ. The world with all 
its faults, has a right to be scandalized 
by the spectacle of violence, anger, 
immorality and sexual permissiveness 
among Christians. The kind of 
contradiction that presents must 


evoke heady-hilarity in Hades! 


It is personally taxing to stand in 
rebuke of socially accepted behavior, 
and often extremely painful. If we 
may adapt e.e. cummings slightly —to 
be nothing but Christian in a world 
which is doing its best day and night 
to make you everything else, is to 
fight the hardest -battle any human 
being can fight and never stop 
fighting. 


WHEN WE remember that it was 
also Paul who said, ‘‘i can’t 
understand my own actions. | do not 
do what | want to do, but do what |- 
hate,’’ we can appreciate that even for 
the most doughty Christian spirit, the 
way is rocky and fraught with failure. 


Fortunately, with the grace of God, 
it is a way which can become 
habitual—if we practice it faithfully 
enough. Fortunately, too, the rewards 
are quite excessive! Even apart from 
any consideration of the joys of eternal 
life, the temporal benefits of self- 
respect and self-acceptance, the sense 
of rightness and fidelity make the 
effort immeasurably worthwhile. 
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In defense of TV,- radio 


I was disappointed to read the Southern 
Cross’s editorial ‘‘A time to keep (SC, Dec: - 
23) criticizing the important role that 
television and radio could play in bringing 
God’s Word to his people. 


If it was not for television, we would not 
have experienced the humility, sincerity, - 


‘and love of Mother Teresa of Calcutta; we 


‘would not have been joining our prayers with 

Pope Paulas he celebrated Midnight Mass 
in St. Peter’s; we would not have been aware 
of the important role that Catholic Relief 
Services had to play in rescuing. the 
Guatamalan earthquake victims; and we 
would not have known about the good work 
of the (U.S.) bishops’ Campaign for Human 
Development. :

Cross for waxing nostalgic about the press. . 
We priests still build expensive church 
‘steeples with the finest of bells, even 
electronic ones, even though the telephone 
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is used when we wish to contact. our 
parishioners. 


Yes, we must not lust after images, but 


Amages have always played an important 


part in communicating our faith to others 
from the early carvings on catacomb walls to 
the photographs printed in the Southern 
Cross. : 


If the Church is going to have an 
important role in the electronic media, it 
must set aside funds at the outset, to make 
the initial move into this important 
apostolate. 


Where is the money to come from? Will 
our people support a radio and television 
apostolate? These are questions that remain 
unanswered, at least up to now.

Offering up things to God 
Is sign of inner dedication 


By Deacon Steve Landregan 
Offer it up! 


The expression was as common in our 
house as ‘‘dinner’s ready,’’ or ‘“‘get up or 
you'll be late for school.’’ 


OFFER WHAT up? Sometimes it was a 
miserable cold, or having to miss a special 
party, or performing an intensely disliked 
chore. Whatever it was, it was certain to be 
something that was unpleasant. disappoint- 
ing, or uncomfortable. 


What it meant was that the painful 
experience should be accepted cheerfully, 
not. grudgingly, and offered to God as a 
sacrifice. : 


Sound silly? Maybe so. Some would be 


quick’ to say that if there is a God, He - 


certainly doesn’t need to have offered to 
Him the headachy, ache-all-over feeling of a 
cold, the loneliness of having to sit at home 
on prom night, or mopping the kitchen floor. 


AND, OF course, they would be right. God 
doesn’t need anything. He is self-sufficient; 
He is complete; He is perfect. He doesn’t 
need sacrifice...but we do! 


When we are surrounded by all of the 
accomplishments of space-age man, it is 
easy for us to see humanity as self-sufficient, 
complete.and perfect, losing sight of the fact 
that we are vessels of clay, created by, and 
destined to return to God. 


What makes us important in the plan. of - 


creation is that we are made in God’s image 
and animated by His spirit. All else is 
gingerbread that contributes nothing to the 
basic reality of our creatureliness. . 


Unique Dimension of Jesus’ Sacrifice 


He is offerer and victim 


By Father John J. Castelot 


Jesus’ sacrifice on the,cross had a long 
prehistory and can be understood fully only 
against the background of that history. It 
was offered within the context of the 
Passover celebration, when lambs were slain 
and eaten by those who shared the sacred 
meal. In itself this was a family celebration, 
requiring no priest, no altar, and the blood of 
the victim was sprinkled on the doorpost to 
ward off evil, not to expiate sin. 

.It recalled the whole Exodus experience, 
wherein God delivered His people from 
bondage in Egypt. And just as the father of 
the family explained the significance of the 
rite, especially the use of unleavened bread, 
bitter herbs, and a roast lamb, so Jesus, as 
head of His little flock, explained the 
meaning of the bread and wine. 


THE FORMER was His body, ‘‘given’’; 
the latter was His blood, ‘‘to be poured 
out’’—unmistakable sacrificial terminology. 
Thus Jesus describes Himself as a sacrifice, 
the ultimate Passover lamb (see I Corinthi- 
ans 5:7) whose death inaugurates the New 
Covenant prefigured by the Sinai covenant 
and foretold for the messianic era (Jeremiah 
34:31-34). 

Sacrifice was the heart of Israelite ritual, 
and it took many forms: the holocaust, the 
-communion sacrifice, various sacrifices of 


a 


expiation. Besides animals, cereals, bread, 
and incense were also offered in sacrifice. It 


was an elaborate system, with roots buried _ 


deep in the ancient Arabian and Canaan 
cultures. 

Interesting as this development is, far 
more interesting and important for us is the 
meaning which sacrifice had for the people 
of God. There are several theories about 
what that meaning was. 


ONE OF the most widespread is the 
‘*Substitution Theory,’’ according to which 
the Israelite was supposed to have entered 
into union with God by immolating a victim 
that substituted for and represented himself: 

The imposition of hands, a part of the 


ritual, is interpreted as a gesture transferr- © 


ing to the victim the sins and the vital 
principle of the offerer, which were released 
when the victim’s throat was slit and the 
blood spilled. The pouring of the victim’s 
blood at the foot of the altar is interpreted 
symbolically as bringing the life ‘of the 
sacrificer into contact with the deity 
represented by the altar. 
Such a theory is highly questionable. 

While the pouring of the blood around the 
altar did symbolize the immediate and direct 
offering of the life of the victim to God, it - 
carried with it no overtone of affecting a vital 


union between the offerer himself and God. © 


Moreover, the imposition of hands signified 
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.God’s property to Him, 


Roots of O Our Baith: 


Does God need sacrifice : ? 


BASICALLY, SACRIFICE is a confession . 
of our faith in the reality of God as creator 
and ourselves as creatures. To offer up pain 
and loneliness and frustration to God is to 
stand before God and say “‘I accept my 
creatureliness, its burdens and its joys not 
with anger or with pride, ‘but with 
hope...hope that both the burdens and joys 
will be means by which T can reach my 
destiny of being with you.’ 


Sacrifice makes our interior sentiments 
visible. The ancients would slay the choicest 
lamb or a dove and offer it to God by burning 
it. We could hardly kill the favorite family 
pet and do the same thing. 


Besides, the lamb or dove was a symbolic 
substitute for the person making the 
sacrifice. God wants us. Not as bloody 
sacrifice...He is not that kind of a God. He 
wants us to respond to His love and to accept 
His forgiveness and our redemption so that 
we can be restored to the original integrity 
for which we were created. 


OFFERING UP the little sufferings and 
unpleasantness is a symbol of the fact.that 
we are dedicating ourselves to God, we are 
offering Him a life of love and obedience in 


o. 


merely the sacrificer’s acknowledgement 
that he had given this particular victim 
which was to be offered in his name and for 
his benefit. 


WHAT, POSITIVELY, was the Israelite 


_ notion of sacrifice? The answer must begin 


with an appreciation of Israel’s notion of 
God. He was unique, transcendent, all 
powerful, supremely self-sufficient, person- 
al. 


And because He was personal, He called 
for a correspondingly personal, rational 


response on the part of His people. Sacrifice, 


then, was the external expression of man’s 
personal response to a personal God. It was 
not a magical, mechanical gesture with an 
efficacy unrelated to the interior dispositions 
of the offerer. 


If sacrifice were not motivated by Sincere 
interior dispositions, it was empty formal- 
ism, a mockery of. the true divine-human 
relationship. Israelite sacrifice, then, espec- 
ially when compared with pagan sacrifices, — 
was quite distinctive but still difficult to 
define. 


IT WAS not a simple concept; it was not 
uniquely a gift to God to-acknowledge His 
dominion, nor uniquely a means of achieving 
union with Him, not uniquely an act of 
atonement. It was. simultaneously ali 
three—and a bit more. | 


As a gift it was the return of a part of 
symbolically 
acknowledging His right to it all; thereby 
man acquired the right to use the rest of it, 
under God, for his own purposes. And since 
the offerings were staples by which people 


sustained their lives, the victims repre- 
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response to His love and forgiveness. 


We need to sacrifice in order to remind 
ourselves that we are called to live for God 
and not for-ourselves. Each Christian is 
called to die to self, to reject and resist the 
selfishness and gratifying experiences that 
are sinful because they separate us from God 
and confirm us in our brokenness instead of 
restoring us to Original integrity. 

Our sacrifices acquire real meaning 
because of Jesus’ sacrifice of Himself out of 
love for us and in obedience to the Father. 
Our sacrifices are possible because of the 
Holy Spirit given to us by Jesus and the 
Father to enable us to overcome our 


brokenness and join our imperfect sacrifices ~ 


to Jesus’ perfect one. 


WHEN WE were children we didn’t 
understand all that of course, but God didn’t 
expect us to. We had the faith of the little 
ones which is so pure and so important. But, 
just as children grow to maturity, faith must. 


Instead of outgrowing ‘“‘offering it up,’’ 
we should grow into a mature Christian faith 
that recognizes that sacrifice is the gift of our 
whole self to God...the only one to whom we 
can totally dedicate ourselves.

sented the life and being of the offerer. 


In sacrificing them, he symbolically 


‘surrendered himself to God; and God, by 


accepting them, bound Himself in some 
way. It was not a-strict ‘‘give and take’’ 
proposition, since God had no need of the 
gift and there could be no_ proportion 


‘between the gift and God’s favor. 


THE SACRIFICE as gift expressed one’s 
sense of dependence upon God, but it also 
indicated his desire for union with Him. This 
was especially true of the communion 
sacrifices, in which the offerers partook of 
part of the food they had offered to God. This 
sharing brought the two parties together in a 
spiritual communion. But implicit in every 
sacrifice was at least some notion of 
atonement, entailing self-denial and the 


- maintenance of amicable relations with God. 


The sacrifice of Jesus embodied all of 
these rich notions, but it raised them to a 
transcendent level, adding a unique 
dimension. The very fact that He, the 
incarnate Son of God, was both offerer and 
victim, was the basis of this uniqueness. 


Here is how the author of the letter to the 
Hebrews put it: ‘For if the blood of goats 
and bulls and the sprinkling of a heifer’s 
ashes can sanctify those who are defiled so 
that their flesh is cleansed, how much more 
will the blood of Christ, who through the 


. eternal spirit offered himself up unblem- 


ished to God, cleanse our consciences trom 
dead works to worship the living God!" 
(Hebrews 9:13- 14) 


IT IS this unique sacrifice in which we are 
privileged to share in the celebration of the 
Christian Passover, the Eucharist.

In defending the Eucharist as a true 
sacrifice, the Council of Trent stated that 
Christ commanded the Apostles and their 
successors in the priesthood to offer, ‘‘that 
He might leave to His beloved spouse the 


“Church a visible sacrifice such as the nature 


of man demands...’’ (Session-XXII, Ch. 1). 


That sacrifice is the natural response of 
man toa personal and loving God is 
graphically suggested by James Michener in 
his classic volume ‘‘The Source.’? Ur, the 
name Michener gives to primitive man, at 
the insistence of his wife, moved from the 


"protective enclosure of the cave and built a 
. dwelling of timber which let in the sun, but 


which was more exposed. to the elements. Ur 
remained the hunter but Ur’s wife, who had 
been a food gatherer, decided to cultivate a 
garden. 


ALL WENT well until the rains came. The, 
river overflowed its banks and a huge wall of 
water threatened to destroy home, garden 
and their very lives. In panic. Ur’s wife 
rushed out to confront the flood. 


‘‘Stop!’’ she cried. And it stopped. 
Reflecting but a moment, Ur’s wife said 
quite'simply, ‘‘Thank You.’’ And to show 
her gratitude she selected two sheaves of her 
finest wheat and placed them as a 
thank-offering or Eucharist in the receding 
waters. 


The Book of Genesis or Beginnings tells us 
that Cain and Abel both offered sacrifice by 
way of thanksgiving to God. Abel was a 
shepherd and offered the finest of his flock. 


‘Cain was a husband or farmer, but unlike 


Ur’s wife, he offered the poorest of his crop. 
Abel's sacrifice was accepted by God, oan. s 
was rejected. 


SACRIFICIAL WORSHIP is an ever 
recurring theme in the pages of the Old 
Testament. Time and again the prophets 
insist that God does not need man’s gifts. A 
fountain is not enriched by drinking from it, 
nor is the sun enhanced by our basking in it. 
God does not need sacrifice, but man does. 


A composite being of body and. soul, a 
spirit enfleshed, man must give visible 
expression of his love, of a love that needs to 
say “‘I’m sorry,’’ or a love that says, ‘‘I 
thank you,’’ of a love that asks for further 
blessings, of a love that says quite simply, 
‘‘My God,-you are wonderful.’’ 


On Calvary Jesus offered Himself in blood 
to the Father as man’s most perfect gift. 
This offering He made once and for all and it 
cannot be repeated.. But at the Last Supper, 
Jesus instituted the Eucharist or Mass as the 
sacrament or sign of Calvary. And this 


sacrament-sacritice, a true but bloodless 
sacrifice, is celebrated ‘‘from the rising of 
the sun even to its going down’’ (Malachi 
1:10). 


THE SACRIFICIAL character of the rite of 


-the Last Supper has been overlooked by a 


great many Protestants, a fact that will 
explain, largely, their refusal to see in the 
Mass, in which the rite of the Supper is 
reenacted, anything more than a commem- 
orative meal or communion service. The 
Eucharist is a truly rich mystery. One of its 
aspects is this notion of sacrifice. 


It is, however, difficult to believe that the 
sacrificial character of the Supper was lost 
upon the Apostles and their Jewish converts. 
The words of institution, ‘‘This is my blood 
of the new covenant’’ had an_ historical 
connotation that would leap at once to the 
mind of a Jew. 


The words récalled the, sacrifice which 
sealed the covenant of Sinai. After pouring 
half of the blood of sacrifice over the altar, 
Moses took what was left and sprinkled it 
upon the people, and he said: ‘‘This is the 
blood of the covenant which the Lord has 
made with you concerning these words”’ 
(Exodus 24:8). 


THROUGH MOSES God made a love- 
covenant with a particular people and to 
symbolize their union with God and with one 
another, the people were sprinkled with the 
blood of the victim. Through Christ God 
made a new covenant of love with all 
peoples, an alliance so intimate that it was 
symbolized by the very drinking of the blood 


of the victim. ‘‘All-of you drink of this; for . 


this is my blood of the new covenant which is 
being shed for the many unto the remission 
of sins’’ (Matthew 26:28). 


True, the blood of Christ will be shed 
really only on the following day, when His 
blood will be poured out on the altar of the 
Cross. Yet to symbolize this unique sacrifice 
of Calvary, Christ instituted at the Last 
Supper a true: rite of sacrifice that would 
prefigure His death on the morrow, just as 
that same rite of sacrifice celebrated by 
Christians today commemorates His death 
of yesterday. 


This was the teaching of the Church of the 
East and the West for some 1,500 years. 
Expressed in the classical words of the great 
Augustine, ‘‘This is the sacrifice of 
Christians: ‘We the many are one body in 
Christ’ (Romans 12:5). And this also is the 
sacrifice which the Church continually 
celebrates in the sacrament. of the 
altar—which is known to the faithful. In it 
the Church learns that in the offering which 
she makes she herself is offered’’ (‘‘The City 
of God,’’ 10:6).

‘Amendment only way to correct ‘Supreme Court’ S error’

Abortion and infanticide are horrible, unspeak- 
able crimes, yet there are people, good people, who 
do speak about them and advocate them as solutions 
to other unspeakable and horrible conditions that 
humankind finds itself in. 


There are probably very few people who are’ . 


pro-abortion. Rather most advocates of abortion do 
so in cases in which they judge that the life they 
would kill would be ‘‘better off dead’’ than living but 
deformed; living but unwanted; living but an 
economic burden to its parents; living but an 
ecological burden to its society; etc. 

THERE ARE ALL sorts of really pressing 
questions that face us all to some degree or another 
simply because we exist within a social context. 

Among them are the problems of ecology, of 


economics, of social pressure to limit child bearing 
to two children, of genetic risk of deformity, of stress 


~to an-already stressful family situation,’ and 


problems of illegitimacy, to name only a few. Each of 
these problems are very real problems demanding 
our close study and prayer. 


People within our society have acted on those 
problems by pressing for the liberalization of 
abortion laws. In January, 1973, the Supreme Court 
struck down all laws protecting the lives of the 
unborn during the first three months of life: 


THE COURT ALSO made it very easy to obtain an 
abortion during the second and third trimester of a 
woman's pregnancy. So easy in fact, that_ 
abortion-on-demand became a reality in the United. 
States following the court’s decision. 


In light of the court’s finding and since we are 
near the fourth anniversary of the Supreme Court 
ruling which legalized abortion-on-demand, (Jan. 
22, 1973) | would like to examine the whole notion of 
the right to abortion as seen through the first, ninth 
and fourteenth amendments and why another 
constitutional amendment is the only way to 
effectively end legalized abortion- -on-demand. 


The pertinent part of the first amendment reads as 
follows: ‘‘Congress shall make no law respecting an 


‘ establishment of religion or prohibiting the free 


exercise thereof.’’ The intent of the founding 
fathers, according to the Annals of Congress (1834) 
when they wrote the first amendment can be seen in 
its original language: . 


“The civil rights of none shall be abridged on 
account of religious beliefs or worship, nor shall any 
national religion be established, nor shall the full 
and equal rights of conscience be in any manner, or 
on any pretense infringed.’’ 

The court admitting they did not have the 
expertise to determine when life began, would not 
accept the testimony of the medical experts on this 
matter either. Instead they ruled that the question of 
when life begins is philosophical in nature. 


HENCE, THEY reason, if abortion were to be~ 
“illegal it would force every woman to accept the view 


that a constitutionally protected person exists from

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not be changed by the fact that they were omitted. 
(The nebulous right of privacy which we hear so much 
about, is an example of a protected right that is not 
specifically found within the Constitution.) 


In order to understand which rights were 
considered rights protected by the ninth amend- 
ment, one*must study common law. U.S. common 
law. derives “its source from. Jewish law (Old 
Testament law), Roman law, English ecclesiastical 
law, and English case law which is more commonly. 
referred to as English common law. 


JEWISH LAW held abortion to be a crime after 
ensoulment, thought to be 80 days for a female and 
10 days for a male. Roman law allowed free 
abortions, but frowned on them after quickening 


(the point when the mother first feels-movement 


within the womb.) 


English ecclesiastical law, basing itself on 
accepted canon law as defined by Thomas Aquinas, 
‘set ensoulment at 80 days for a female and 40 days 
fora male. According to that formula abortion was a 


“’The Supreme Court...did not decide when life 
began, rather it decided when personhood began—at 
birth. Therefore, the 14th amendment could not 
protect the lives of the unborn. It is used to protect 

the liberty of the mother to procure an abortion.’’ 


the moment of conception, even when such a view 
conflicts with an individual woman’s religious views, 
therefore it would be in violation of first amendment 
freedoms. 


However, if it were a philosophical matter then 
there would be no argument. Medical fact states that 
a new life is present from conception. Genetic 
research indicates that the DNA pattern present in 
every cell of the developing life is unique to-human 
beings. Science has effectively taken the philosophy 
out of the question of the beginnings of life replacing 
it with empirical fact. 


Turning now to the ninth amendment. ‘‘The 
enumeration in the Constitution, of certain rights, 
shall not be construed to deny or disparage others 
retained by the people.’’ 


AT THE TIME the federal Constitution was 
authored there was great debate over the necessity 
of a Bill of Rights. Many people thought that the 
enumeration of some rights would automatically 
negate rights that were not among those specifically 
enumerated by the Constitution. 


To quiet the fears of those people, James Madison 
included the ninth amendment: It means essentially, 
that any rights already held by the people but not 
appearing specifically within the Constitution would 


punishable crime past ensoulment (the point when 
the Church thought life began) and was a misperson 
or misdemeanor prior to ensoulment. 


English common law held that an abortion of a 
quick child was first manslaughter and later a 


misdemeanor. In the United States the law in effect: 


until mid 19th century was the pre-existing English 
common law. 


THE PERTINENT portion of the 14th amendment 
is: ‘‘nor shall any State deprive any person of life, 
liberty or property, without due process of law.’’ The 
Supreme Court in Roe vs. Wade and Doe vs. Bolton 
did not decide when life began, rather it decided 
when personhood began—at birth. Therefore, the 
14th amendment could not protect the lives of the 
unborn. It is used to protect the ABETEY oF of the mother 
to procure an abortion. 


Ironically the 14th amendment was adopted 
because of another erroneous court-decision, The 
Dred Scott case, which claimed that a black man was 
three-fifths of a human being. Whether free~ or 
slave, blacks were not considered persons-under- 
the- law. ba 


The jaterpretaron of the Constitiition by . the 
Supreme Court becomes the ruling law of the land in 
the same way as the Constitution is the 
law-of-the-land. 


The only ways in which to rectify an error by the 
Supreme Court on a constitutional question are: (1) 
petition the court to hear a similar case in order to 
correct itself: (2) amend the Constitution: i 


The Supreme Court does not look as if they are 
going to correct their error, therefore the only option 
concerned citizens have is an amenement to the 
Constitution.

With respect to the right to life guaranteed in this 
Constitution, every human being, subject to the 
jurisdiction of the United States, or of any. State, 
shall be deemed, from the moment of fertilization, to 
be a person and entitled to the right to life.
